In Coal Crisis 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—P/)— 
The government tonight ordered a 
widespread blackout of outdoor 
advertising lights and asked the 
‘American people to turn thermo- 
stats down to 68 in all public 
buildings and homes. 


War Mobilizer James F. Byrnes, 
who took the action, said it was 
to avert “an impending coal short- 
age.” Dwindling stocks of this fuel, 
it was disclosed, have become a 
matter of concern to President 
Roosevelt and his cabinet. 


In his appeal for less heat, 
Byrnes made no exceptions for 
people who heat with oil or gas. 
Compliance was left on a volun- 
tary basis. But he ordered an end 
to all illuminated outdoor adver- 
tising; ornamental lighting and 
display lighting which draws on; 
the coal supply. And he told the 
ODT to ban special trains and ex- 
tra passenger schedules to resorts. 


With soft coal consumption ex- 
pected to exceed production for 
the third straight year, Byrnes 
said it was necessary to cut the 
former 25 million tons in 1945. 

The B will get out orders for 
the blackout of advertising and 
special lighting. What the ODT 
will do is questionable, since it 
froze passenger train schedules 
some time ago and also said “no 
more specials.”

About 50 per cent of the power 
consumed in Atlanta is steam gen- 
erated, a spokesman for the power 
company said, and plans of the 
company for 1945 called for the 
consumption of approximately 500,- 
000 tons of coal. This coal was 
to be used: almost entirely to gen- 
erate power, it was said. 

Heat in local theaters varies 
from 72 to 76 degrees, one theater 
operator said.

“I feel sure Alanta theaters will 
be glad to comply with the new 
orders, wil ldarken their marquees 
and cut down the temperature in- 
side the theaters,” he said.

“Our mains are sufficient to ac- 
commodate the present gas con- 
sumption,” a spokesman for the 
company said, “but we are under 
strict government regulations at 
the present and, as a result, can- 
not supply gas for heating pur- 
poses to any new customers.” 

The spokesman pointed out that 
steam power plants are now using 
gas, whenever the company has a 
surplus, for generating power. 
They pointed out that the steam 
power plants can change over 
from gus to coal on a few mo- 
ments’ notice.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—()— 
Draft quotas will rise sharply in 
the next six months, government 
officials disclosed today in urging

The government proposes to ‘ex. 
tract some 200,000 of the 900,000 
men needed for the armed forces 
from occupationally-deferred work 
ers, aged 26 through 29, in war- 
essential industries. 


And only through national serv- 
ice legislation channeling every 
able-bodied person into the war 
effort, said Undersecretary of War 
Patterson, can the 900,000 men be 


and 700,000 workers be provided 
for industry before July 1. 
Patterson informed the House 
Military Committee of the Army’s 
and Navy’s plan for the set-1p in 
inductions, which would boost 
draft calls from the present 110,000 
a month to about 150,000.

At the same time, War Mobi- 
lization Director Byrnes reported- 
ly was winding up a series of con- 
ferences with top war officials to 
revise the list of essential indus- 
tries so as to protect the most im- 
portant factories from the draft 
inroads.

Patterson and Ralph A. Bard, 
undersecretary of the Navy, testi- 
fied before the House Military 
Committee. They went “all out” 
for general national war service 
legislation, but indorsed as a stop- 
gap measure a “work or be draft- 
ed” bill offered by Chafrman May, 
Democrat. Kentucky, applicable 
only to males 18 through 45. 

May’s bill, or some form of it, 
is, in effect, a national service 
measure for 18 to 45 males and 
currently is generally preferred on 
Capitol Hill over outright national 
service legislation requested by 
President Roosevelt in his message 
to congress last Saturday. The 
May bill would make liable for im- 
mediate induction, into Army or 
Navy work battalions of men now 
deferred who shift jobs without

Atlanta and Tech Agree To Join 
In $10,000,000 Postwar Expansion 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 


Officials of Atlanta and Georgia 
Tech will join in a $10,000,000 
postwar development of Tech and 
in the establishment of limited ac- 
cess highways spanning Tech hold- 
ings. 

This developed yesterday when 
members of the city planning com- 
mission and Col. Blake R. Van 
Leer, president of Tech, agreed on 
a series of street closings to fa- 
cilitate the Tech expansion pro- 
gram, and to work out details 
through which the city may ac- 
quire rights-of-way along Williams 
street for the projected super 
highway. 

Outlining an_ eight-to-ten-year 
expansion of Tech to increase its 
usefulness as one of the nation’s 
greatest engineering institutions, 
Col. Van Leer to!d planning com- 
mission officials that an agree- 
ment between the city and Tech 
is “of tremendous importance both 
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r “We have had several proposi-‘ 


tions to move Tech from its pres- 
ent location to other sites,” Col. 
Van Leer said, “but we-have elect- 
ed to stay where we are and to 
expand our facilities there. We 
would like an answer now to our 
problem, which involves several 
projected street closings so that 
we can make our plans and know 
where we stand in the matter.” 


Commission members, under the 
leadership of Elton Drake, chair- 
man, agreed to the immediate clos- 
ing of Fowler street from North 
avenue to Third street, and Col. 
Van Leer agreed for Tech that 
matters of the Williams street 
right-of-way would be worked out 
to the satisfaction of the city. 


“Tech now has an over-all in- 
vestment of approximately $4,000,- 
000 in land, buildings, furnishings 
and equipment,” Van Leer assert- 
ed. “We propose an eight-to-ten- 


'$10,000,000. If we can reach an 
agreement, we can abandon any 
thought of relocating Tech and 
prepare to proceed with the im- 
provements when we arg able to 
do so,” 

In addition to the Fowler-Wil- 
liams street agreement, commis- 
sion members said they would re- 
vise streets in properties. which 
Tech already has acquired or will 
acquire in the area extending gen- 
erally northward from North ave- 
nue to Tenth street, and eastward 
and westward to Hemphill avenue 
and Williams street. 

Several weeks ago Tech an- 
nounced postwar plans to double 
the size of Tech, but no details 
were offered. Although Van Leer 
yesterday did not give his entire 
program, he did say that the new 
developments will cost from $8,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000 over the 
long-range plan.

Strengthened by the deletion of 
its controversial financing propo- 
sal, a peace officers’ pension bill is 
now before the committees in the 
house and senate. Identical bills 
were introduced yesterday in both 
branches of the legislature to pro- 
vide retirement, accident, and 
death benefits for policemen. 

The general assembly is speed- 
ing toward adjournment today for 
a weekend recess, with the house 
expected to complete action on 
legislation handing schoolteachers 
approximately four and one-half 
million dollars in bonuses and re- 
tirement benefits. Second reading | 
of the bill was heard in the house 
yesterday after a favorable com- 
mittee report. The measure prob- 
ably will. go before the senate to- 
day, and ig expected to be passed 
early next week. 

PUBLIC HEARINGS 


Public hearings on the proposed 
revision of Georgia's constitution 
will begin next week. CHairman 
J. W. Culpepper invited the public 
to a house committee hearing at 
2 p. m, Monday. Chairman Wal- 
lace Harrell announced the senate 
committee would conduct a hear- 
ing next Wednesday afternoon, 


Resolutions to adopt the revised 
constitution as a single amend- 
ment were introduced in the sen, 
ate and house yesterday. 


Major change in the new peace 
officers’ retirement bill from the 
one which was tabled by the 1943 
general assembly was the method 
of financing. Two years ago the 
Georgia Peace Officers’ Associa- 
tion asked that part of the court 
fines be used for this purpose. 
This raised criticism, with oppo- 
nents stating it would encourage 
officers to make unnecessary ar- 
rests in order to build up a big 
pension fund. 

Financing of the new system 
would be done out of the state 
treasury, and with the officers 
themselves contributing upwards 
to $24 annually into the program. 
NO SET ALLOCATION 


The bill does not set any man- 
datory amount for the state to al- 
locate. It authorizes the budget 
bureau to “set aside such funds as 
may be available for the operation 
of this act and for the payments 
of the benefits thereunder.” The 
act would become operative when 
the budget bureau certifies that 
funds are available, 


Administrative leaders pointed 
out the budget bureau probably 
would be able to finance the peace 
officers’ nsion system without 
violating Gov, Arnall’s appeal that 
the appropriations not be in- 
creased. Thro economic oper- 
ations of all departments, Gov. 
Arnall was able to save nearly 
five million dollars during the past 
year, which is going into a teacher 
retirement plan and pay bonuses 
for teachers.

A 
ground swell rocked landing craft 
of all kinds which moved in and 
out among larger ships in shuttle 
service to the beaches. 


I toured much of the beach- 
head today and saw for myself 
how smoothly the enormous 
quantities of material were com- 
ing in and being piled up on the 
shore. 

Along the miles of low beaches, 
tank ‘landing ships stuck out the 
tongues of their ramps to send 
ashore tanks, trucks and supplies 
of every kind. Well in from the 
beaches bulldozers were already 
gouging out new roads, pointed 
toward Manila, to speed the equip- 
ment to forward areas leading to 
the Agno, 20 miles inland.

Rail Shipment Delivery, Pickup —

The problem of delivery ande 


pickup of less-than-carload mer-

The instru- 
ment consists of a magnet alloy- 
ed from aluminum, nickel, co- 
balt, and iron, termed Alnico. 
Requiring a higher magnetiz- 
ing current than do ordinary mag- 
nets, the alnico device is attached 
to a tube and introduced into the 
stomach through the mouth and 


esophagus. 

Through use of a fluoroscope, 
the magnet can be jockeyed to 
position in thé stomach. The tube 
also serves to inflate the organ, 
thus rendering movement easier. 
When the stomach is inflated, the 


foreign body to disengage from 
the tissue. 

He reported use of the instru- 
ment on a 19-month old girl who 
had swallowed a hairpin 12 hours 
previously. With the magnet, Dr. 
Equen removed the object in 
eight minutes.

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Vinson Clamps Ceiling on Cattle 
In Effort To Spread Beef Supply - 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—()— 
The government today clamped 
price ceilings on live cattle and 
otherwise revamped regulations in 
an avowed attempt to spread short 
supplies of quality beef more even- 
ly among consumers. 


Economic Stabilization Director 
Fred M. Vinson ordered OPA to 
establish ceiling of $18 a hun- 
dred pounds, Chicago. for live cat- 
tle and calves, effective Jan, 29. 
He directed that the ceiling be re- 
duced to $17.50 on July 2, The 
zone system of pricing will be 
used in other parts of the country. 


Although prices paid for top 
grades at livestock markets have 
averaged below $18, individual 
sales have exceeded that figure. 

Authority to establish such ceil- 
ings had for months been sought 
by the OPA, which said slaugh- 
terers who observed price regula- 
tions were being squeezed out of 
business. 

As a consequence, the OPA con- 
tended, some consumers were get- 
ting more than their share of qual- 
ity meat and others less than 
their share. 

Ceilings were -oposed by the 
War Food Administration, some 
congressmen from cattle-produc- 
ing states, and by organized cattle 
men. They claimed ceilings would 
result in lower prices and in a 
consequent reduction in cattle 
production. 

There was immediate reaction 
for and against the administra- 
tion’s step and its views. 

In New York, Jack Kranis, coun- 
sel for the Retail Meat Dealers’ 
Action Committee, asserted it 
would “mean a four-cent increase 
@ pound for consumers.” 

A WFA spokesman in the same 
city said, however, that the ceil- 
ing would “remove that eternal 
wondering” and give dealers an 
idea what to expect and enable 
them to plan accordingly. 

The American Meat Institute in 
Chicago declared the plan, if vig- 
orously enforced, would “help dry 
up the black market in beef.” Rep- 
resenting major packers, the insti- 
tute said it didn’t think consumer 
prices would change but wasn’t so 
sure the supply would be greatly 
increased. More meat should be 
made available to the armed forces 
by this step, it was stated. 

At Chicago, P. O. Wilson, sec- 
retary manager of the National 
Livestock Producers’ Association, 
said the order showed lack of un- 
derstanding by government offi- 
cials “on what it takes to get beef 
produced.” But he said the order 
Was an improvement over an origi- 
nal proposal for immediate ceilings 
of $17.50. F. E. Mollin, secretary 
of the American National Live- 
stock Association, said at Denver 
the program meets the objections

Accompanying the order was a 
grant of authority to the OPA to 
allocate quality cattle among 
slaughterers — an action designed 
to help obtain a more equitable 
distribution. Heretofore, there 
have been no restrictions on the 
number of cattle of any grade 
processed by individual slaughter. 
ers. 


In another action designed to 
hold reductions in prices of quali- 
ty cattle to a minimum, the gov- 
ernment increased subsidy rates 
to slaughterers unler its stabiliza-. 
tion program. The rate on choice 
(grade AA) cattle was raised 
from $1 to $2 a hundred unds 
and on good (grade A) cattle from 
$1.45 to $1.95. In order to be eligi- 
ble for full subsidy rates, slaugh- 
terers must pay prices within spec- 
ified ranges for'such cattle. 

The stabilization price range 
for choice cattle was increased 1 
per hundred pounds effective Jan 
29, making it $16 to $17 a hun- 
dred pounds, Chicago basis, and 
the good grade cattle range was 
increased 50 cents now, making it 
$14.50 to $15.50.

HEADQUARTERS OF GEN. OMAR H. BRADLEY, Jan. 10.— 
(By Wireless)—(NANA)—Gen. Bradley, the “Doughboys’ General,” 


today told newsmen the first-hand 
mand in the area of the German 


reasons behind the shift of com- 
offensive which has placed two 


American armies temporarily under British command. 


The quiet-voiced general ex- 
plained the shift merely as a mat- 
ter of efficiency in combatting the 
German thrust after the first 
slashing onslaught had cut normal 
lines of communications with the 
U. S. First Army. He empasized 
quietly that the measure is tem- 
porary only and that the 12th 
Army group will resume command 
as soon as the lines are rejoined. 

Gen. Bradley’s statement came 
opportunely to reassure American 
men and officers who found them- 
selves fighting under the com- 
mand of Field Marshal Sir Bern- 
ard L. Montgomery. 

LINES CUT 

“The German attack, launched 
on Dec. 16, cut both our direct 
telephone communication to the 
First Army and the direct roads 
over which personal contact nor- 
mally was maintained,” said Gen. 
Bradley. “The weather prevented 
the making of frequent personal 
contact with the First Army by 
plane and it was therefore de- 
cided that the 2lst Army group 
should assume command of all 
Allied forces north of the salient. 

“This is a temporary measure 
only, and when the lines are re- 
joined the 12th Army group will 
resume command of all American 
troops in this area.” 

Gen. Bradley paid high tribute 
to Marshal Montgomery’s contri- 
bution toward stopping the Ger- 
man drive and said “the sound- 
ness and flexibility of the Allied 
command was illustrated by the 
ease with which the change in 
command was made. 

BRITISH ACTION 

“Even before he took this tem- 
porary command of the U. S. 
First and Ninth Armies,” said the 
General, “Marshal Montgomery 
had moved to a station with 
British and Canadian forces in a 
position to protect Antwerp in 
the event of an unforeseen break- 
through. It can now be an- 
nounced that British troops were 
at that time dispatched to the 
tip of the salient and their troops 
served with distinction, engaging 
and covering forces of the Ger- 


Gen. Bradley also revealed that 


the German attack was not whol- 
ly a surprise. 

“In leaving the Ardennes line 
lightly held, we took what is 
known in military terms as a 
calculated risk,” he said. “Instead 
of employing our surplus divi- 
sions in the then quiet Ardennes 
we used them to attack in other 
sectors. 

“This technique of striking 
boldly while taking calculated 
risks is what has gotten us to the 
German border. In my opinion, 
had we followed more cautious 
policies we would still be fighting 
west of Paris.”

Millican Bill Proposes 
$100 Pension for Teachers 


By LORRAINE NELSON. 

Teachers in the Fulton county school system will be allowed a 
maximum $100-per-month pension, instead of the present $60 con- 
sideration, upon retirement under the county teacher retiremient sys- 
tem, if a bill introduced in the senate by G. Everett Millican, of the 
52d district, passes the general assembly, . 


Moreover, all permanent em- 
‘ployes of the county school system 
would be declared eligible for re- 
tirement pensions reserved exclu- 
sively for teaching personnel un- 
der the present law. 

Presented in the upper house 
yesterday, the proposed measure 
has the backing of both the Ful- 
ton County Teachers’ Association 
and the board of commissioners. If 
passed, it will go into effect May 
1. It is expected to attract little 
opposition in the senate. 

A companion measure also was 
introduced by Sen. Millican to re- 
peal the 8-year-old law creating 
the present Fulton county teacher 
retirement system after passage of 
the new act. New state teacher re- 
tirement legislation, slated to pass 
the house today and the senate 
by early next week, will not be 
applicable in Fulton county and 
several other counties which al- 
ready provide such benefits. 

The Millican-sponsored measure 
provides payment of one-half sal- 
aries to teachers who have taught

in the county system for 25 years 
arl have reached the age of 55 
and to. 60-year-old teachers with 
20 years of service in the system. 
It further stipulates that the pen- 


sion is not to exceed $100 per 
month. Teachers retired from the 
system previously have received 
a maximum $60 per month. . 

Most important facts of the 
measure are: 


1, Establishment of a4 _ sclfool 
pension board tu administer the 
retirement fund. One member to 
be appointed from. the county 
board of education, two members 
from the board of commissioners, 
two members to be elected by 
teachers and members of the 
board of education and one to be 
elected by the four. 


2. A teacher who severs con- 
nection with the school system 
before retiring will be refunded 
all money contributed to the 
fund. 

3. An employe may claim a $40- 
per-month pension if disabled, pro- 
vided he has 10 years’ service in 
the system. 


4. All teachers gurrently on} 
military leave may claim full pen- | 
sioa at the time o: retirement if | 
they bring their contributions to 
the fund up to date upon return 
to the school system.

Congressman Bob Ramspeck, of this 
district, on yesterday introduced a bill 
which would provide $300,000,000 a year in 
federal funds to equalize educational op- 
portunities in all the 48 states of the Union. 


A similar measure was introduced at 
the last congress but failed of adoption, 
largely—as strange as it seems—because of 
opposition from southern congressmen. 
While freely admitting that it is the south 
which most needs federal aid, opponents 
of the proposal voted against it on the 
ground that it would lead to federal domi- 
nation of common school systems, tradi- 
tionally subject to state regulation only. 


Rep. Ramspeck has moved to meet this 
objection, however, by plainly stating that 
the federal government “must not direct, 
supervise or control state school require- 
ments with respect to the program.”

I Have Returned! 


On March 17, 1942, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, ordered to leave the Philippines, 
arrived in Australia saying, “I will return.” 


Today, with more than 100,000 Ameri- 
can soldiers, with full power equipment, 
Gen. MacArthur again stands on the soil 
of Luzon, poised to smash the Japanese 
armies and redeem Manila from the grip 
of the enemy, exact vengeance for the hor- 
rors of Bataan and the tragedy of Cor- 
regidor. 


Today Gen. MacArthur can say, with 
fullest satisfaction, “I have returned.” 


The fight to drive all the Japs off Luzon 
island may well be long and costly, but 
there can be little doubt that, in the end, 
we shall achieve that goal. And, with 
Luzon liberated, the most difficult under- 
taking of the Philippine campaign will be 
ended.

We're Doing Good Job 
But Could Do Better 


The United States, with some 13,000,000 men 
in the armed services, fighting a two-gun war 
with two enemies, one on either side of us, and 


with a production record in war material which is little, if any, 


short of miraculous, has no apologies to make for its contribution 
to the coming Allied victory. 

Notwithstanding this, hawever, it cannot be denied that this 
country has not yet started to wage, for its part, an all-out war, 
nor is it fully realistic as to the facts of war in the present conflict. 

If we were fully awake there would be no voice raised in oppo- 
sition to the National Service Act requested by our commander in 
chief and the leaders of our military and naval forces If we were 
fully awake there would be no black market chiselers, no smart- 
alecky wise guys who think it clever to cheat on rationing and 
thus take advantage of their neighbors and at the same time weaken 
their country’s war punch. 

The truth is, magnificently as we are doing, we have a sort of 
subconscious tendency to expect our Allies, Russia, Britain and all 
the others, to give 100 per cent of their strength toward the win- 
ning of the victory, while we supply. just enough—no more—addi- 
tional strength to make that victory sure. Which could be viewed, 
by an unbiased judge—say, an observer sent by Mars—as slightly 


on the selfish side on our part. 

Students of national character often ex- 
Warlike Nation? plain that this country is slow to gird itself 
for war because it is so peaceful a nation, a nation whose people 
just don’t think in war terms and who have to be compelled by 
mounting circumstance of danger, to the slow and tiresome job of 
arming themselves and learning how to use those arms. 

To be frank, there is considerable doubt if we are quite as 
peaceful a nation as pundits would have us believe. Let’s see, this 
country has been a nation for approximately 170 years, We con- 
sider with horror and disgust the record of Europe, which has 
engaged in warfare on an average of about each 20 years. 

Well, for our 170 years of existence, we’ve engaged:-in a num- 
ber of wars that average about one in each 17 years. Just from 
memory, without consulting the history books, we can list 10 or 
more wars in which the U. S. has taken part. The War of the 
Revolution; the War of 1812; the Mexican War; two Indian wars, 
or more; the war with the Barbary coast pirates; the War Be- 
tween the States; the Boxer Rebellion in China; the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War; the First World War, and now the Second World War. 

Not a bad record, even if some of those listed wars were strictly 
bush-leaguee stuff, for such a _— -loving nation. If you look at it 


in such a way. 

But reverting to the present war, it is the 
Silly to Compare height of foolishness to begin comparing 
the contribution of the various allies to victory. There should be 
only one goal for all of us. That is, that each one of us goes all- 
out, 100 per cent, into the war struggle, both on the battle fronts 
and on the home front, until the victory is won. By just so much 
any of us fall short of that goal, so many more of our own sons 
and the sons of our Allies will pay the price of victory with their 
lives. 

Britain has fought under a national service act from the be- 
ginning, in 1939. ritain has given everything, regardless of her 
human, domestic or economic stability. To defend herself in dark- 
est hours of crisis, of course. But in so doing she also defended 
us from the common foe. 

Russia always operates under what is parallel to a national 
service act, in both peace and war. Russia was the first to ad- 
minister defeat to the enemy. Russia has contributed in men and 
in sacrifice, more than we can even approach. 

We have sent, as said, so many millions into the armed services. 
We are fighting two wars at once, like a man in the ring with 
each hand punching at a different opponent. 

We have done a grand job, to date. We have, of course, been 
overconfident. But the German assault in the Ardennes should 
have cured that fault, or at least eased it. We have a tendency 
to over-glorify the battle records of our own, and to ignore that 
of our Allies. But these are minor faults. 

But so long as American boys, and the boys of our Allies, are 
dying to save us, and all the world, from the tyranny of Axis 
dominance, let us not hesitate to go truly all-out on the home front, 
even by the enactment of a National Service Act which shall 
harness us all to the plows of victory.

Senator Wheeler 
Back in Character 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Wheeler, of Montana, 
ae who was wrong about everything before Pearl 

. Harbor, has denounced Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius tor restating the Allied policy of “unconditional surrender” 
for Germany which was made at the Teheran conference. 

In lieu of of those severe terms he would have the administra 
tion declare that peace could be made if the Germans would “get 
rid of Hitler and set up a democratic government.” 

Secretary Stettinius has in turn denounced Wheeler for his 
statement, calling it “profoundly regrettable.” 

The senator’s statement, he said, woujd be interpreted by Ger- 
many and Japan as meaning that if gor’ can resist long enough 
and kill enough American soldiers, the will of the American people 
to achieve a complete victory will be broken and a negotiated 
peace will follow. 

The issue thus raised is but a repetition of some of the things 
that were said back in the 1944 presidential campaign. Then certain 
critics of the administration sought to make it appear that Mr. 
Roosevelt was actually prolonging the war by subscribing to the 
déclaration for “unconditional surrender.” 

To put the Wheeler criticism in its proper perspective, it is nee 
essary to consider the war situation as it exists today. 

Germany, all competent military observers agree, is licked. She 
was licked from the moment we were successful in laying down 
our invasion fo in Normandy. Even before that it was ap- 
parent that she no longer could expect to win on the continent 
against Russia alone, with or without the British-American inva- 
sion. Already she had been chased out of Russia and she had lost 
her Italian ally, with her satellites in the Balkans breaking away 
one by one. 

The beginning of the end was definitely in sight when our forces, 
under the able direction of Gen. Eisenhower, broke through the 
Normandy peninsula and slaughtered or captured more than a 
million German soldiers in France, Belgium and Holland. 

The present offensive movements of Field Marshal von Rund- 
stedt in Belgium can have no important bearing on the final out- 
come, it seems. 

At best it probably is no more than a series of blows designed 
to parry our final thrust—the dying struggles of a wounded animal 


brought to bay. 

No Doubt With the undisputed superiority which the Allies 
are now able to bring to bear, in guns and planes 

as well as in tanks and men, there no longer is the slightest doubt 

in the mind of any military man that in time we will be able to 

crush them completely. 

German militarists know this as well as we. Since the begin- 
ning of the Normandy break- oe the Berlin radio has been 
filled with defeatist talk. Hitler himself, if it was really Hitler 
that we heard-recently, has lost his former blustering bravado and 
arrogance. He speaks only of the power of the Reich to resist. 
Hopes of victory seem to have been vanished from his brain. 

The Germans fight on not with any hope of victory, but only 
with the i of achieving something of the sort held out in the 
statement Wh negotiated peace which would be 
— of victory ond far more satisfactory than unconditional sur- 
render. 

Secretary Stettinius seems entirely correct, gp egy 
nouncing the Wheeler statemenf for encouraging the very thine 
—. -” says the policy of “unconditional surrender” creates—

German people, fearful of retribution for the crimes committed in 
their name, may be expected to continue their support of the Nazi 
regime for the same reasons. 

Another fallacy of the Wheeler statement is the assumption it 
carries that the German people would rely on any peace terms we 
stated short of unconditional surrender. The Russians and the 
British have something to say about that. We cannot speak for 
them; only ourselves, 

So the effect of any modification of American terms would, 
taken by itself, carry little weight with the German people, who 
have cause for tearing the Russians and the other eutenge peoples 
of Europe far more than they do us. 

It would only tend to encourage fhe Nazi warlords to a greater 
war effort, hopeful of developing a schism in Allied ranks.

FDR Joins

NEW YORK,.—In asking con- 
gress for a civilian labor draft, 
President Roosevelt now adds his 
weight and power to a proposal 
previously miade by Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Harry Hopkins in articles sold 
for their private profit in their 
role as joprnalistic excrescences. 
Mrs, Roosevelt sold hers through 
the newspaper syndicate which 
distributes her copy and Hopkins 
addressed his warning and threat 
to the public through a magazine 

As in many other drastic recom- 
mendations of the past, the Presi 
dent leaves many difficult details 
unconsidered and promises that, 
given great new powers over the 
lives and liberties of the civil pop- 
ulation, his administration would 
use them only to the extent abso- 
lutely required and resort to com- 
pulsion only in rare instances. 
Previous experience has shown, 
however, that powers granted are 
exercised te the full and that com- 


pulsion is not at all repugnant to/ 


his government. Probably that 
is as it should be and pretense to 
the contrary would seem to be

Up to now the labor draft has 
been operated in disguised form 
by a dishonest application of the 
military draft which was intended 
only to raise armed forces and not 
to interfere with the civil liberties 
of nonmilitary citizens. 

In such cases, where the unions 
have had jurisdiction and political 
power, the labor-draftees have had 
in join and the Roosevelt govern- 
ment has washed its hands of the 
question of the citizens’ rights 
within the unions. 

Most union constitutions were 

ortant section of the nationa 
pe an i and thus drafted civil- 
ian workers have been deprived of 
important rights by the coercive 
power of their government. 

Given entire power to draft 
civilians to work in private indus- 
try under the general supervision 
of the government, the Roosevelt 
administration must be expected to 
follow the same course still. But 
how could it then punish a drafted 
worker for refusing to join or to 
maintain his membership? Could 
he be sent to a concentration camp 
or deprived of his food rations, as 
in Germany and Russia? 

All the big union organizations 
have foreseen this and some other 
difficulties and, for the first time 
in their relation as political pro- 
tege of the Roosevelt government, 
have balked at an apparent favor. 
In this extreme proposal, Mr. 
Roosevelt is being too good to 
them. True, such compulsion 
would present them with a gift 
amounting potentially to all the 
labor in’ the country, with the 
usual dues and fees. But in that 
case, congress would have to as- 
sert itself and guarantee the labor 
draftees certain rights within the 
unions and that would be the first 
invasion by government of the 
secret and private powers of 
unionism. 

All the prominent and power- 
ful unioneers object to that for 
they foresee that Mr. Roosevelt 
might then begin to run the unions 
as well as industry. The unions 
might vanish into a national labor 
front owing all its benefits, but 
also its obedience ‘» the national 
government, 


Neither Mrs. Roosevelt nor Hop- 
kins nor, now, the President, him- 
self, has ever Yaced the question 
of the civilian worker’s depend- 
ence on his government once he 
loses his civil freedom. The gov- 
ernment must clothe, feed, house 
and equip the soldier, waive cer- 
tain tax claims against him and 
protect him, by law, against loss 
in other directions while he is 
serving under compulsion. 


But a civilian drafted to work 
in a factory in a city far from 
his home must shift for himself, 
fi-d his own furni:hed room and 
pay for it, buy his own meals, 
drive his own bargain for insur- 
ance, carry on all his continuing 
obligations to his creditors at 
home and pay his state and fed- 
eral income taxes as usual and 
on time. He pays his own doctor 
bills and buys his own transporta- 
tion. If his earnings in the com- 
pulsory government job are lower 
than his usual income no adjust- 
ment is proposed to relieve the 
pressure on him. 


That a genuine labor shortage 
exists there is reason to doubt, 
™he record of strikes in violation 
of the celebrated no-strike pledge 
has been disgraceful and the loss 
of work through the idleness of 
non-strikers affected by the strikes 
of others has been in geometric 
proportion to the hours missed by 
actual strikers. Moreover, as re- 
cently as October the country was 
told that the war program was 
proceeding efficiently. And. still 
further, the fact is notorious that 
mock-work and stand-by union 
rules have been maintained at a 
cost of countless days of wasted 
manpower, 


If civilian labor conscription is 
now necessary, however, all those 
questions affecting the rights of 
people will immediately present 
themselves. If they are not met 
with at least an attempt at hon- 
esty they will harass the whole 
country.

Continues Account of the Seige of Bastogne 


Editor’s Note: This is the sixth 
of a series written by the only 
newspaperman trapped in Bas-

BASTOGNE (By Wireless)— 


'(Delayed)—The Christmas bomb- 


ing and shelling of Bastogne was 
the beginning of “the jumps” for 
me, This is a condition well 
known among persons long sub- 
jected to artillery fire and aerial 
bombardment but you _ recover 
quickly from each experience, 
though.. progressively are worn

A little thing revived my spir- 
its after I climbed from my fox- 
hole and entered the 10list Air- 
borne Division’s military police 
barracks. 

Before leaving the barracks, I 
had poked an almost dead fire 
in the little stove. When I re- 
turned, the embers were glowing 
brightly and the room was warm- 
ing. It seemed a good omen. 

In their Christmas morning at- 


tack the Germans sent one divi- 
sion from the northwest and an- 
other from the southwest against 
the Bastogne perimeter .and ele- 
ments of both were successful. 

One regiment of infantry suc- 
ceeded in breaking through. They 
were engaged from the rear by 
units along our perimeter and by 
division reserves in the immediate 
vicinity of Bastogne. Tank de- 
stroyers, bazooka teams and 
75-mm. howitzers firing on flat 
trajectories destroyed enemy ar- 
mor that had penetrated and the 
situation was restored by 9 a. m 
The enemy suffered 1,000 killed 
and wounded and 222 prisoners 
were taken. 

That Christmas day we went

The feeling of frustration was 
intensified for me, of course, by 
the shock of bombs and shells. 
Here was history being made and 
I.couldn’t dispatch a line. There 
was much more bombing and 


shelling than I have detailed here, 
but after so long a time it wasn’t 


.| possible to keep account of the 


attacks in detail. 


Fifteen ME-109s bombed us 
Tuesday morning but not much 
heed was paid to them and no 
bombs fell in our immediate area. 
Gradually I think our sensibilities 
were being driven deeper and 
deeper within us. 


Christmas day and Thursday 
the Ninth Air Force was out in 
great numbers and we saw days 
of tremendous aerial spectacles. 


There was a report to Lt. Col. 
Paul A. Danahy that American 
tanks of the Fourth Armored Di- 
vision were only 1,000 yards 
south of our perimeter early Tues- 
day, but later that report was cor- 
rected and we were told the dis- 
tance was 5,000 yards. Meanwhile, 
German infantry and armor were 
battering at our western defenses 
and as the battle of encirclement 
swept to its last crucial stages I 
was utterly despondent. 


Before going to bed Tuesday 
night in the barracks rooms with 
fatalistic Bt. Bobuck, we walked 
through city streets with the col- 
onel charged with Bastogne se- 
curity measures. Repeatedly we 
crouched close to walls and dash- 
ed into cellars ag enemy shells 
whined over in bright moonlight 
to explode I knew not where. 


Gen. McAuliffe rode south and 
met the first elements of the 
Fourth Armored Division that 
Tuesday night. Early Wednesday 
48 trucks came through with sup- 
plies, 

Ambulances with our wounded 
went through a narrow corridor 
to the world outside at midmorn- 
ing Wednesday. Then in the aft- 
ernoon a convoy of trucks to carry 
glider pilots and 400 prisoners was 
formed.

-Human Nature 
Aind Politics 


WASHINGTON—People make news, and peo 
le also make history, and often big events are 
nfluenced by personal feuds that operate back- 


stage, feuds of which the public frequently is not fully aware. 


It 


is peculiarly so in politics and statecraft. 


Deep bitterness developed, for 
example, between Woodrow Wil- 
son and Henry Cabot Lodge, Re 
publican senate leader from Mass- 
achusetts who directed the fight 
which despoiled the first World 
War President’s dream of Ameri- 
can participation in the League 
of Nations. 

These personal antipathies—and 
it was certainly that in the Wil- 
son-Lodge feud—are sometimes 
hard to explain, It is always 
hard, too, to determine in a fight 
involving a great issue how much 
of a man’s personal position is 
motivated by a personal grudge, 
and how much evolves from sin- 
cere conviction. No one _ can 
judge. 

But where this factor of per- 
sonal bitterness, as a known fact, 
enters a situation affecting the 
public interest it is worth while to 
point out, so that it can be as- 
cessed as a part of the whole pic- 
ture when the public comes to 
judge. 

All of which brings us sharply 
down from 25 years ago to a com- 
parable situation today—though 
by no means identical. We find 
that President Rvuosevelt in his 
own aspirations for an interna- 
tional organization—which seem 
from the last election to be shared 
by a majority of the American 
people—has his counterpart of 
Senator Lodge in the senate to- 
day. : 

This is a man in his own party, 
Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, of Mon- 
tana, isolationist leader before 
Pearl Harbor, whv is emerging in 
the preliminary skirmishes over 
postwar foreign policy as the lead- 
er of the opposition. 


The Roosevelt-Wheeler feud is 
deep and bitter and goes back 
some time. It is unfortunate, jf 
not actually tragic, for Burt 
Wheeler is an able and courage- 
ous public figure and a skillful 
and resourceful fighter, with a 
long and fruitful background in 
the battle for progressiveism in 
government. 

The writer recalls the flaming 
young crusader who came out of 
Montana in the early 20s. He was 
i,. the senate press gallery the day 
the new senator jumped up, with 
an unexpected “I object,” and 
stopped confirmation of the slate 


for the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee because of a chairman con- 
sidered unsympatheetic ¢o railroad 
reforms. A long deadlock result- 
ed. It ended in the election of a 
Democrat. 

Sen. Wheeler brought about in- 
vestigation of the smelly regime 
of Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty. in the Harding admin- 
istration. He worked with a 
group of western progressives, 
both Democrats and Republicans, 
why fought for a new deal long 
before the New Deal came along. 
He supported President Roosevelt 
for the 1932 nomination. He put 
through the senate one of the 
New Deal’s major reforms, the 
— utility holding company 
act. 

His open break with the Presi- 
dent came on Mr. Roosevelt’s so- 
called supreme court ‘ packing” 
bill in 1937. The Montana sena- 
tor had much influence in defeat- 
ing the measure. In the fight he 
attracted to his side conservative 
interests which previously had 
considered him beyond the pale, 
and that alienated some of his lib- 
‘-al support. 

The New Deal “palace guard” 
did not forgive him. They tried 
to set him apart. He also be 
lieved that the administration 
tried behind the scenes to defeat 
him in 1940. All this embittered 
him and a major political feud 
evélved. 

His bitterness spilled over in 
the fight against the administra- 
tion on the war issue in the days 
before Pearl Harbor. It must be 
remembered that Sen. Wheeler 
was by inclination an isolationist, 
sincerely so, which was the philos- 
ophy generally of the western 
agrarian progressive bloc, as well 
as that of many New Dealers in 
the late 30s. But he went so far 
that he alienated lots of public 
support he had once enjoyed. 

He voted for the war, aid went 
along. But now he’s out against 
the administration. It has accept- 
ed the challenge, judging from 
Secretary of State Stettinius’ crit- 
icism of him over last weekend. 
The administration strategy ob- 
viously is to try to “isolate” the 
senator. 

It’s all rather a pity. But it’s 
human nature+and politics.

G.S.C.W. Students 
Hear Dr. Gosnell 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Jan. 10. 
“Better things ahead for Georgia,” 
was the forecast by Dr. Cullen ‘3. 
Gosnell, professor of political sci- 
ence at Emory University, in an 
address to the students’ at the 
Georgia State College for Women 
here. 

“Governor Arnall has achieved 
some wonderful things in his two 
years of office, and he still has 
two years to go,” Dr. Gosnell ob- 
served. One of the best things 
the Governor has done, Dr. Gos- 
nell believes, is to strengthen the 
relations between the south and 


the ‘west. This presages closer 
economic and social ties between 
these. two sections which are im- 
portant to the future development 
of both, the Emory grofessor 
thinks. 

He commended the provision of 
the new state constitution which 
would allow the people of Georgia 
home rule instead of necessitating 
constitutional amendments for the 
enlargement of local water systems 
similar improvements for 
Georgia counties and municipali- 
ties. 

Predictiong that the present leg- 
islature will abolish the poll tax, 
end “accomplish other progressive 
things for the state,” Dr. Gosnell 
prophesied better years ahead for 
Georgia. 

He was sponsored by the GSCW 
branch of the Georgia League of 
Women Voters and was introduced 
by Miss Jane Harrell, of Thomas- 
ville, president. He spoke twice 
on the GSCW campus during his 
visit, once to the students and 
townspeople on Monday night in 
GSCW auditorium,

(I have encountered occasional 
youths of 18 who were psycho- 
logically senile. But Sarah illus- 
‘trates a youthful mind, despite 
her 70 years by the calendar, 
Don’t be a thoughtless imitator 
like the sheep described below.) , 


Case E-258: Sarah D., aged 70, 
shows that youthfulness is not 
measured by age but by mental at- 
titude. She is young, despite the 
calendar, 

“T read your column daily and 
certainly approve of your frank, 
scientific discussions,” she said. 

“I have had 70 years of experi- 
ence with life and only wish our 
paper had been printing your col- 
umn in my youth, 

“If I had my say, your writings 
would be printed in textbook form 
for use in the schools and homes 
of America. 

“Your instruction in the real art 
of living is one of the greatest 
needs in America today, as shown 
by the divorces, delinquency ~ fig- 
ures, etc, 

“Furthermore, when the all-im- 
portant problem of sex is told in 
a clean, scientific manner, it saves 
many boys and girls, as well as 
adults, from making wrecks out of 
their lives. 

“The right’ kind of instruction, 
such as you give, will never hurt 
sensible high ideals. As Jesus said, 
the truth will make us free. We 
need truth.” 


DIAGNOSIS 

There is a tendency to think 
that people past the age of 55 or 
60 are senile and so set in their 
attitudes that they oppose new 
ideas. 

But this is not true of all peo- 
ple in those upper age brackets, 
for many of them retain their 
youthful, scientific outlook on life, 
even to the ripe age of 90. 

It is largely a matter of whether 
you have been a logical, independ- 
ent thinker all your previous 
years, or whether you have been 
a meek follower of other men’s 
precepts and teachings. The ‘“‘fol- 
lower” type of personality does lit- 
tle original thinking, so he s»blind- 
ly accepts the viewpoints of the 
teachers in his youth. 

Thereafter, being out of con- 
tact with the newer crop of edu- 
cators, he parrots the precepts 
taught him in school or college or 
the home. 

He may thus carry along many 
obsolete concepts 50 years beyond 
the time they have been outmod- 
ed by the advancing fringe of 
science. 

HOW TO STAY YOUNG 

If you wish to stay young, re- 
tain the challenging mind of a 
child who says “Why?” 

Just because the crowd is doing 
a certain thing, don’t be stam- 
peded. Ask yourself “Why?” . 

If they are swilling their liquor 
or sucking on cigarets, don’t be a 
timid sheep, blindly following the 
bellwether. Ask “Why should I?” 

The trouble with many people 
in middle age is their blind al- 
legiance to everything taught them 
in their youth, They forget to ask 
“Why?” 

If a bellwether leads his sheep, 
single file, arid you interpose a 
large stick in his path, he will 
a over it. His action is logi- 
cal, 

But withdraw the stick, and 
the other 1,000 sheep following the 
leader will also jump at that same 
spot, even though there is no rea- 
son. They simply imitate the one 
ahead, without asking “Why?” 

Sarah is youthful in her outlook, 
for she is not enslaved by the 
prudishness of her youth, She real- 
izes that facts promote freedom 
from moral as well as medical 
troubles. She asks “Why?” and 
doesn’t blindly follow the bell- 
wethers of 1870. 

I have met youths of 17 or 18 
who were senile in their psychol- 
ogy because they had closed minds

others without asking “Why?” To 
be eternally youthful, in your 
mental outlook, therefore, encour- 
age a challenging state of mind

Nazi Norway 
Exit Blocked 


LONDON, Jan. 10.—(#)—Nor- 
wegian parachute troops have in- 
vaded their homeland and cut the 
Germans’ main railway for trans- 
port-of Nazi troops to Germany, 
the Norwegian government in ex- 
ile announced today. . Wearing 
white parkas to camouflage them- 
selves, the troops destroyed sec- 
tions of two main railways in what 
a spokesman described as a 
“good-sized operation.” 

The cutting of the main Trond- 
heim-Oslo lines, at a point below 
Trondheim, “should hold up the 
transfer of German troops from 
northern Norway to the south and 
eventually to Von Rundstedt,” the 
spokesman said.
